The second point 
intenance of the “Open 
Qoor,” which their guest rightly said 
had the keynote of American 
diplomacy during the recent years of 
trouble. That was the policy which the 
Association was organised to defend and 
promote: and it might be claimed a: 
pattly due to the efforts of the Associ 
tion, that it is “understood by all the 
world that no step leading to the dis- 
memberment of China shall be taken 
hy our consent or without our protest.” 
Reverting to the education question, 
‘Mr. Foord remarked that the Chinese 
still need a little education, and should 
study the causes which have led to the 
reduced exportation of their silk and 
their tea. 
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The fifth and last toast was responded 
to by General Parsons, and its title was 
“The Undeveloped Resources of China.” 
By pointing ont that the chief resonrees 
are her sons, General Parsons was able 
to open his speech with a neat compli- 
ment to the guest of the evening. He 
went on to say :— 








In the matter of nndevelopsd resources 
China stands slmost as rich, Over the 





suface is spread a soil of such wonderful 
fertility thet ithassupported for an unknown 
number of centuries the greatest poptla. 
tion ever massed together under one gover 
ment. This surface is intersected in 
directions by rivers, two of which stan 
among the greatest riv-rs of the world, and 
which have well served the Chinese, in liew 
of both roads avd railways, xs a means of 
inland communication. Beneath this surface 
nature has scattered, with an almost prodigal 
hand, a mass of mineral wealth whose limits 
hove not even been approximate. Coal, 
iron copper, gold, silver, petr leum. leed. 
awl other metals are found xlmost eve: 
where, from Mongolia to the China Sea, 
fiom the Pacific Occan to the uplands of 
Tibet, waiting but the engineer with his 
. the metallnri-t with his furnace, or 
mechanic with his machine, to extract 
hat wealth that hs so long awaited the 
coming of nineteenth centuzy science. 


“A nation depends for its power,” 
he added, “on the development of just 
such resources as lie in China undevelop- 



























ed, and China contains within itself those 
elements which, when properly worked, 
contain for her the possibility of again 
placing her among the foremost nations 
of the earth.” He concluded with wish- 
ing their guest Godspeed; and the 
passing of some very flattering farewell 
resolutions brought the evening to a 
close. 

The account of the Wu Ting-fang 
dinner is followed by the reprint of an 
article from the New York ‘ Journal of 
Commerce” on “National Wealth and 
International Trade.” It is written to 
show the fullacy of Mr. J. J. Hill's 
apprehensions that if China should be- 
come as she may, a great manufacturing 
country, it will be very bad for the 
United States and the rest of the world. 
Mr. J. J. Hill and other writers seem to. 
think that the increase of wealth of one 
nation may be a positive detriment to 
another, The writer of the article 
quotes Mr. John P, Young, of San 
Francisco, who writes very ‘strongly on 
the subject, and says: “The workers 
of Europe and the United States 
not take kindly to the prospect 
of China’s vast stores of mineral wealth 
being converted by: Chinese into 
finished articles for consumption in the 
Western world.” 

“That this whole argument,” it is 
pointed out, “proceeds on a negation 
of fundamental economie laws is amply 
demonstrated by the experience of 

” Japan has become a great 
manutacturing country, and according to 
Mr. Hill and Mr. Young this ought to 
have be2n injurious to the trade of the 
older manufacturing countries, But the 
new era in Japan is hardly thirly years 
old, and in 1878 the foreign commerce of 
Tapan was only 60,000,000 yen, while 
twenty years later it was over 
440,000,000. The fallacy of the whole 
theory, the writer says, is shown by the 
fact that by far the larger proportion of 
America’s foreign trade is done with 
nations having the highest industrial 
and commercial development. Great 
Britain takes from the United States 
from 38 to 39 per cent of all the latter’s 
exports, and the British Empire some- 
thing over 50 per cent. Germany 
comes next though at a long interval, 
and it is the nations that are weakest 
in productive capacity that are most 
alarmed at the competition of the United 
States. Austria which only takes a half 
of one per cent of the United States 
exports wants to array all the European 
Powers against America; and Italy which 
takes about 2.30 per cent follows Au- 
stria’s leal. ‘The writer concludes a 
very able refutation by saying :

‘The perusal of this arraignment of 
most of tho important articles of the 
treaty may tend to create a feeling of 
discouragement as to the possibility of 
drafting any convention that would be 
at once acceptable to the foreign mer- 
chants and be likely to command respect 
from those charged with the administra- 
tion of the internal affairs of the Chinese 
pire, But, as the conditions under 
which trade is conducted are confessedly 
unsatisfactory, as, in default of some 
new understanding, they will probably 
xo from bad to worse, it must be evident 
that after making all possible allowance 
for the imperfections of the — British 
treaty, it. marks a step in the right: dir- 
ection. It would obviously be of little 
use for the United States, without con- 
sultation with the other treaty powers, 
to attempt to negotiate a treaty essen- 
tially different from that concluded at 
Shanghai. What is needed, at the pre- 
sent stage of the discussion, is some 
general agreement on the part of our 
fovernment, and that of Germany, 
France, Ru and Japan as to the 
terms on which they are prepared to con- 
cede an inerease of import duties to 
China, and as to their attitude in regard 
to the system of internal taxation or 
merchandise in transit which in some 
form must survive the abolition of the 
likin barriers. These points have doubt- 
less received careful consideration in 
Berlin, Paris, St. Petersburg, and Tokio, 
as they have dono in Washington, and 
the time would seem to be ripe for a fair 
comparison of views on a subject about 
which agreement is indispensable. how- 
ever diilicult it may be of attainment.

The Dons-Ju Trouble: 
Notices have from time to time ap- 
Per din your paner of this troubre 
which is between the Roman Catholics 
and the people, the latter under the 
name of the Tichuchiao. The facts are 
in general as follows: A man of the dis- 
trict, Poh Kin-chao, who had much in- 
fluence, and was looked up to by all, 
lunteered to help in the settlement of a 
quarrel between a Catholic and an out- 
sider. The Catholio resented his inter- 
ference, and this roused the anger of 
Pok’s followers. Of these, a number 
were *tuan- “or local militia, 
who had been under Poh’s leadership. 
Each side proceeded to raise a standard, 
and prepared to fight. The people at 
large became frightened, and many fled 
from Dongli. The provincial authorities 
sent soldiers, under Col. Wu Chun-suen, 
to settle matters. His only idea was to 
kill right and left, but he was obstructed 
by the Magistrate. Moreover, the people 
became more and more enraged, rising 
all sides. Several skirmishes between the 
rioters and the soldiers resulted in the 
defeat of the soldiers. About the middle 
of December, the Gorernor sent. rein- 
forcexients, under the leadership of the 
Hangchow Prefect, Tsung. The latest 
news is that the rioters have heen dis- 
persed, Poh having fled to Fohkien, and 
his followers to various neighbouring 
provinees. The opinion of gentry and 
merchants of Douglu and the adjoininy 
district, Fen:ui and Sincheng, is that 
the root of the trouble was a merc 
quarrel between some of the people and 
some of the Catholics, who have been 
very overbearing in that. region. But 
owing to the crass stupidity of Col. Wu. 
the smaller quarrel was forgotten, and a 
contest arose between the people and the 
government troops. ‘The unrest in that 
region put it into the heads of some row- 
dies to post anti-forcign plaaards in some 
parts of Hangchow: but these were 
quickly torn down, and the day set. for 
the destruction of forcigners has passed 
without any further There is at 
Present no reason whatever to fear that

To The Memory of Li Hung Chang. 

It is customary, after the death of a 
high official, to ercet, with Imperial sane- 
ion, a temple at. such places as havo beon 
marked by his more important. services to 
the state. This more or less ancient 
custom been. instrumental in ine 
creasing greatly the number of Chinese 
gods; as often somo service is thus com- 
memorated which takes hold upon the 
ether this will be 
with tho case with the late Baron 
ins to be seen. It has not been 
very marked in tho caso of most of the 
temples erceted near Hangehow within 
recent years, most of these being rather 
places of pleasure resort than places of 
worship. Ma your readers have 
visited the memorial temples. of Beng 
Kung-pao. Tso Tsung-tang, Chang Yao, 
and others, on and about the West Lake, 
These are all works of interest. and beauty. 
At tho time of the Taiping Rebellion, 
Li Hung-chang added greatly to ‘tis mcrit 
in the defence of Chékiang, so now the 
Imperial sanction has been given to the 
erection of a tiomple to his memory at 
Hangchow. The site selected is at Kiang- 
sakanz, on the West Lake, acar the 
School of Sericulture. The recent gor- 
omor, HE.

erew the building. Owing to lack of 
time, the temple has not been built_on 
as grand proportions as some others. The 
salue of land by the West Lake has of 
late been rapidly advancing, many of the 
Chinese hei to buy, and build

Fighting Famine.

TELEGRAPHY FOR ALL. 
To the Editor of ‘the 
“Nowrn-Cunsa Dainy News. 

Sim,—Will you permit me, through your 
jeolumns to inform the large number of 
private persons who wish to communicate 
| With friends at home or elsowhere over- 
sea, that the Directors of the Associated 
Eastern Telegraph Companies are now 
able to place the occasional vender of 
social or domestic telegrams, to a great 
extent, on an equality with regular sen- 
ders, who by means of special Codes. ean 
and do transmit their telegrams at an 
actual cost of about a twonticth of what 
would be the charge for the number of 
plain words sent, if uncoded. 

My Dircetors have felt for some time 
past that in this respect. private senders 
suffer under some grievance. It frequent 
ly happens that at some crisis, when they 
may wish to telegraph, they or their 
friends have no agreed ‘Code, and that 
the amount which they have to pay for 
an uncoded messiize, presses heavily on 
them.

Until I know I fear I will 
adh re to the opinion that each missionary 
ought by the C M.A. to he regarded as an 
influential quarter; and if not why not? 
If not I should say the C.M.4. does not 
exi-t, but the “ nghai Alliance” does. 

Now in a question like this I consider not 
only Shanghai but even Hankow and every 
other sea, or river-port scarcely ought to 
vote, we sre asked “if the matter had 
originated in Shanghai that fact would not 
surely of necessity condemn it.” Most 
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in Shanghai can speak better than the rest 
of us on most questions, but in this they 
cannot and ought not. Living in centres 
practically controlled by foreigners and with 
not onty foreign public opinion to be 
reckoned with, but a foreign Assessor sit- 
ting in court side-by-side with the Chinese 
Maxistrate, and with a foreign-instructed 
native public opinion what magistrate dare 
act as he does without all these hated 
trammels. And then the M waries who 
may have “served an honou time” 
inland in past years do wot, eannot kuow, 
unless they sre in the midst of it, what the 
develupments of there la-t years have 























brought. From this 600, (and 1 sn sure 
they themselves will acknowledge the jus- 
tice of my statement when they think of i)

‘There should also be deduct-d any who 
by reason of their engagement with their 
directorate wre prevented from discussing 
subject with an “open mind.” It is 
commonly reported that there are societies 
who require compliance with ru'es which

It would not altogether Improve 
my opinion of my fellow-foreigner, if it 
could bs absolutely declared no ove had 
ever been misled; and ‘the demonstration 
made by the eight articles will not help us 
but rather increase our alrealy heavy 
burden. ‘There are those wh use our name 
—alas, it is so!—but such indivi uals know 
Low to run a coxch and four even over these 
eight articles and in their zeal will doubtless 
haul in innocent, and unsuspecting people 
to get the whacking they themselves so 
much needed, and though the blows fall on 
the body of the victim, I think the mis- 
sionary’s heart will be a wee bit sore. I 
have found it easy to avoid having my card 
used, by simply noting on the 
reason for its issue.

MISSIONARIES AND LAWSUITS: 
‘To the Editor of the 
+ Nonru-Curra Datty News. 

Sin,—I have read with great satisfac- 
tion the letter of your correspondent “ A 
Missionary,” dated Peking, 17th Decem- 
ber, on the subject of missionaries and 
lawsuits. In addition to the question 
which he has put, will you allow me to 
put another? Why do not foreign 
Governments, or at. least the British 
Government, by public notice to all con- 
cerned, set at rest: once for all the ert 
point raised by your correspondent and 
thus put the interpretation of the Treaties 
beyond the dispute of laymen who aro 
not professional diplomats? The Chinese 
Government hax been asked to put out 
so many proclamations for the good be- 
haviour of Chinese towards foreigners, 
it is but justice to ask that forvign 
Governments, too, should notify their 
nationals as to what they consider proper 
conduct on the part of the latter towards 
Chinese officials and population, especially 
on a point where there is a diversity of 
opinions. In fact it scems to me to bo 
case of plain and simple duty for the 
Consular anthorities to endorse on the 
passport of every missionary the simple 
Fords. of sour’ correspondont 
missionary is permitted under any cir- 
cumstances to approach a Chinese official 
or magistrate in his official capacity un- 
less the terms of his passport have been, 
or are, in danger of being violated, in 
which ‘case ho shall take that (Chinese) 
document to the Chinese official and de 
mand that it bo respected.” A further 
clauso may be adde In cases of per 
secution of Chinese Christians by Chi 
officials or non-Christian population, 
whero tho ordinary laws of humanity are 
outraged, the missionary is authorised to 
lay the facts of the case before the nearest 
Consular officer who will take such action 
as he deems proper and necessary.” 

The fact that such an endorsement has 
been made, should also be made known 
to all the officials and by them to the 
native population, side 
toleration clauses ‘and Imperial edicts 
the protection of foreign missionaries. 
This should be done because the poor 
Chinese mandarins at the present. day do 
not. even know their own rights and the 
limit of their duties. As for the native 
population, it is the present. state of un- 
certainty with regard to the policy of 
Horcign nations and the attitude of for- 
in officials towards the Chil 
iperhaps than actual 
aggressiveness and injustice, which is the 
principal cause of bitterness, unrest and 
future trouble. When it is’ onee known 
that foreign officials actually and abso- 
lutely forbid their nationals to interfere 
h the administration of affairs in 
China, that alono will bring an immediate 
relief to the present tension in the state 
fof affairs and thus remove at least one 
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tracted state of government in China, 
Paradoxical as T will again be con- 
sidered, I venture to repeat here that 
the Chineso are a moral people, i.e., more 
amenable to the action of moral forces 
than physical.

Ata quarter pat six on Monday morning, 
while the C../S- Poyang was alongside 
the hulk belonging to stessrs Butterteld 
and Swite at Hsiakuan, the port of Nauking, 
a terrible catastrophe occurred. ‘The pre: 
mises in question had a length of 380 feet, 
snd the land was well bunded, with a large 
godowa on it. Suddenly, and without any 
Sarning, the whole frontage, with the go- 
down on it, seemrd to give a shake, and 
then stipped bodily into the Yangtze, carry- 
ing with it the jetty and the bridges con- 
necting with Me huls. ‘The frontage was 
crowded at the time with coulies and’ 1otel 
ruuuers and others, the Poyang having 
bronght a larye caro aud any passengers, 
and the loss of life must have been very 
large; ow extensive will probably never b 
known, but twenty-two corpses were count: 
ed floating about the chaius shortly after: 
wards. “The lundslip, for such it was, 
the river having evidently undermined the 
whole piece of ground, was followed by 
a, huge wave, swamping everything in the 
vicinity, aud the river was full of overturned 
sumpaus, 

‘Lhe godown was full of valuable cargo, 
and Unere was practically no salvage; there 
is uow a bay where the buud was, with 
fifteen to titty feet of water in it. Other 
buudiugs aut houses in the vicinity seom 

akely to foliow Messrs, Butterfield 
& Swin’s property.

In the same city, an onlightened official of 
high rank founded several colleges for the 
teaching of scienco and Western learning 
According to the usual custom, the stu 
dents of these colleges were chosen by 
competitive examination, and the success 
ful candidates, besides receiving thei 
ducation, ate the College rice, and receir 
cd a small salary per month for pocke 
money. 

Ono of theso colleges existed for th 
purposes of teaching chemistry and assa; 


frork, in connection with the opening up 0 
fis ‘aineral’ ‘wealth of tho. previnee 
whon the college had beet 
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opened for some time, nearly all the 
students were found to hail from one pro- 
vince, namely Fukien, although the city | 
spoken of above is over 400 miles from 
Foochow. The explanation of this was 
that the governors of the College were 
Fukien men, and according to the usnal 
rule, when public funds were being dis- 
tributed, the family and friends of the 
official in charge of the cash were fi 
remembered ; so that students remained 
in the College, not because they showed 
signs of progress in Western science, but 
because they were related to the Govern- 
ors. The mental faculties of some of these | 
students reminded one of the old saying | 
about the English liberal professions: that 
the fool of the family went into the 
Church.” The fools of these Fukien fa- 
milies wero sent to study chemistry, in 
fact the “school of mines” was not ad- 
ministered for the purpose of training a 
band of men who would be able to develop 
the mineral resources of the province, 
but for the purpose of finding situations 
for needy relatives of certain official 
This is the usual thing in connection with 
the control of public institutions in 
China. 

With a big flourish of trumpets, another 
college was opencd in the same city, for 
the purposo of teaching military science. 
‘The customary entrance examination 
was held, and a large number of students 
was enrolled. ‘Two well-qualified German 
instructors were engaved, and teaching 
soon commenced. Before long, the same 
mysterious’ process of “elimination of 
tho obnoxious” was going on, and the 
instructors realised that certain members 
of these classes had suddenly disappeared 
from the College, while fresh students 
who had entered without any examination 
took their places; and as before, it wae 
found that youths who were members of 
official familios in the city were favoured 
at tho expense of others destitute of in- 
fluence. The unfayoured had to leave the 
College, not on account of bad conduct or 
incompetenes, but because they were not 
tho sons and’ nephaws of certain import- 
ant porvonages in the city. 

Tn both the two colleces svoken of, 
thera was little or no control of the moral 
of the students. A medical missionary 
resident in that city, was called in to at- 
tend a case of attemnted suicide by oninm 
‘on the part of ono of the students of one 
of these collezes. He saved the youth's 
life. but when he demanded his fee, the 
student pleaded poverty. The doctor, 
seeing a handsome silver-mounted onium 
pipe close by, conficeated this as his fre. 
remarking, "TF you have money to bur 
this sort of thing, you have money to pay 
iy fee.” The opium pipe cannot be key 
out of schools under official control. 
though mission colleges have no difficulty 
in this direction. 

In the Military College, the professors 
used to take Sundays as a holiday, not 
entering the premises then. ‘The students 
also used to take holiday, but as there wit 
no control of their movements. it war 
found that many of them spent the Sw 
day in gambling and dissipation. Th 
also could not be controlled by the author 
ties. 

‘The schools which were opened with 
such a display, and that were suposed to 
be the successful rivals of the Missionare 
Colleges of the same city, soon proved 
themselves to be a failure, educationally 
and morally. 

Tt has been said, “The best. refutation 
of Confucianism is China.” It certain 
is not good policy for Chinese officials in 
Chinanfu to make it impossible for one of 
the ablest educationalists in Ch to

ance of Christianity. “There ix nothing 
new under the sun.” What is happening 
at Chinanfu is a repetition of things that 











have happened in other parts of the Es 
pire ; with the exception that the officials 








who hare made such a failure in admini 
tering schools for Western Learning in 
other places, did not commence their ef- 
forts by a public declaration of intolerance 
against Christianizy: they showed the 
good taste to keep silence. It has remain- 
ed for the officials of Chinanfu to bring 
disgrace upon the Confucian philosophy 
by openly declared intolerance, which wiht 
be followed by the usual record of failure 
in every direction.

Early Days and Private Life. 

‘My recollections go back to the timo 
when, as a boy of nine, I left the land of 
my birth with my. parents and my uncles

wn. ‘The discontent caused by this un- 
st proceeding took a firm hold of the

| quite young, receives, as his personal pro- 
perty. x couple of sheep, oxen or horses 
front bis parents, which ho tends with 
special care and to which his heart becomes 
tached. Among tho stolen beasts were 
naturally those belonging to the children, 
and, when those presents, made sacred by 
custom, were detained in such an arbitrary 
| way and used for the purposes of a war- 
| indemnity, much bitterness was caused. 
And so nig parents and relatives left house 
d home for a wild and unknown coun- 
and set out, about twenty of them, 
with nearly thirty thousand African sheep

There was 
something wrong with my rifle on the 
morning we started, and I was obliged 
to take an old two-barreiled gun, ono 
warrel of which was injured, consequent- 
ly its driving power was ’ considerably 
lessened. I knew that a shot was thrown 
away on a rhinoceros unless you managed 
fo send it through the thin part of 
its skin. We came across three of them, 
a bull and two cows. They were withar- 
nosters, the most dangerous brutes.

"Believing 
myself to be the pursuer, I was unplea- 
santly startled to find her suddenly fac- 
ing and attacking me. I got ready to 
shoot, but my flink-lock missed fire, so 
Thad to run for it. ‘The rains had boen 
heavy, and just behind me was a big 
swamp into which I fell as I jumped out 
of tho enraged animal's way. The buf- 
falo fell in after me, and stood over me 
in a threatening attitude before 1 had 
time to get up. 

My rifle was in the water and useless; 
but fortunately for me, as the buffalo 
butted at me, sho rammed one of her 
horns fast into the ground of the swamp, 
whero it stuck. I got hold of the other 
and tried with all my strength to force 
tho animal's head under the water and 
so suffocate her. It was a difficult thing 
to do, for the horn was very slippery on 
account of the slimy wat 
hoth hands and every atom of strength 
Thad to keep hor head under.

pleintif. The finding was that there had 
cen carcisness shown by the man, 
au an, forthat te ha \y bearing on 
the judgment, the Court was obliged to 
come to the decision that he was in the 
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position of a middleman, the agent of the 
defendant in that suit. Tt must therefore 
be taken that the result of those Mixed 
Court proceedings was to decide in the 
Court of Mr. Chu Pao-san’s own country, 
thut he had been so negligent in advane 
ing this money that he was not entitlea 
to depend on any documents, which would 
tend to give him sceurity for the money 
bo had advanced. It was not. surprising 
that Mr. Chu Paosan should be 
somewhat discontented, or that those 
for whom ho was acting should be di 
contented, but it became necessary to sav 
how under thoso extraordinary cir 
cumstances proceedings came to bx 
brought, in his Lordship’s Court. The 
finding in tho Mixed Court. was very con- 
clusive as to the conduct of the present 
plaintiff and it was necessary therefore to 
look about for some further reason, why 
he should have thought fit to come to the 
preme Court. That reason was to be 

‘din the fact that ho had to some 
extent lost face, and a person of Mr. Chu 
Puo-san’s importance was likely to be 
under some sort of pressure to take in 
consequence steps which he would not 
otherwise have been inclined to take. At 
all events tho Court had to deal with the 
proceedings ax they were and he would 
ask hiy Lordship first of all to consider 
the situation as regarded the godown 
order. 

Tt. way not disputed that the defendants 
issued a godown order to bearer, a docu- 
ment such as they were in the habit of 
issuing constantly. 

His Lordship interposed that it was not 
clear to him that tho whole 200 casos were 
ever in the Wharf Company's godown. 
There had been presented a forged order 
for 200 but, on that, only three had heen 
acked for and obtained. 

Mr, MeNeill pointed ont that it was 

ed in tho pleadings that there were 
100 cases actually in the godown and the 
fact had never been in dispute. Resuming 
his argument, connsel said godown orders 
were documents on which ay a tule, de- 
livery of goods was made, withont’ any 
kind” of ‘endorsement being put upon 
thom. ‘This particular order was, how- i 
ever, changed by certain writing ‘placed 
on tho face of it, at tho repeated request 
of plaintiff, and’ contrary to the custom 
of the defendant company. This writing 
wes to the effect that the goods were not 
to be deliverable to “bearer” but to one 
particular man. Tt would be for His 
Lordship to decide, but it seemed to 
connsel that the only effect of that en- 
dorsoment, was to hamper tho plaintiff 
in his dealings with tho yodowa order. 
‘There was no doubt that when tho WI 
Company held a cargo for a finn 
Gaatle Brothers, they were in the position 
of bailees to the firm, 


Tt was also an 
elementary principle of law «.st the title 
of a bailee was no better tl 

































































that of a 
bailor; the titles were in fact identical, 
thouch the property was much smaller. 
The Wharf Company were then bailees of 
the goods and they issued a land- 
ing account in terms that they had 
received certain goods for the account of 
Castle Brothers, and they were stored in | 
a certain godown. (A copy of stich an | 
account was put in.) This landing account | 
was issued either to the consignec or to: 
the bank; it was issued only ‘to people 
whose signature conld be recognised. Tt | 
was when the goods wero transferred to a| 
Chinaman that the wharf godown order 
was issued. The landing account then | 
disappeared and an ontirely new relation-| 














ship was constituted. 

That. being the ense, viz., Castle 
Brothers being bailors and the Wharf 
Company, baileos, an omplosé of Castle | 
Brothers ‘stole the cargo. He did this 
in one of the many ways that it could be 
done; boing charged to get one case, he 
altered the order to 200. Having Bs 
himself in a position to control the 


cases, what he did was not to take them | 
out but to pass in the delivery order und 
get 2 godown order to bearer in its place. 
Upon that godown order the delivers was 
made. Subsequently the true owners 
who had been defrauded of their goods 
claimed them back. The Wharf Com- 
pany claimed them back and now the 
question was between the man who lent 
the money and the Wharf Company. 

Tho situation was well indicated by 
sase of Farquharson Bros. and Co, ‘v. 
Ring and Co. (1902, Appeal Cases, p. 395). 
This would havo shown just the position 
between the parties if certain small de- 
tails had been slightly different, if for 
instance, the thief had taken out the 
goods and deposited them again, or 
instead of getting a loan had made a 
sale. In that caso a firm entrusted a 
clerk with full charge to make sales of 
goods and instructed the wharfingers to 
make deliveries to the clerk’s orders. The 
clerk transferred the goods out of the 
name of his employers to himself under 
the fictitious name of Brown. Acting as 
Brown, he negotiated sales with the res- 

ndents ; and gave delivery orders signed 
¥ himself as Brown on the wharfingers, 
who continued to make delivery. At a 
certain point the fraud was discovered 
and a caso was brought against the un- 
fortunate purchasers. The judgment of 
the House of Lords was entirely in favour 
of the right of the truo owners of the 
cargo to recover the value. There was 
no suggestion throughout that case that 
there was any ground for sning the 
wharfingers, for doing what thoy did, a 
much stronger thing than issuing a go- 
down order. In Lord Lindles's judgment 
ia this case, counsel contended was 0 
clear and consistent ruling, striking at 
the root of the whole difficulty. By

His Lordship—That is so; the claim 
iy first against him and then the question 
is whether Chn or the Wharf is carcless. 
Continuing, his Lordship said it seemed 
to him that the plaintiffs conld hare no 
other claim except that. the Wharf was 
guilty of carelessness; if thes were suf 
ficiently negligent they might have to 
bear the charge; but he did not sce any 
other way of making them liable. 

Mr. McNeill said defendants had an 
answer on that point. Jt was one which 
had not been clearly decided, but the 
Court must: do the best it could with such 
authorities as were available. He would 
say again there was nothing whatever in 
cases of this kind to make a Dock Com- 
pany, which delivered upon the orders of 
a thief, liable as having represented that 
tho thief was entitled to the property 
which they delivered. Much less there- 
fore was the liability of a Dock Company 
which did not deliver on the orders of a 
thief, but simply issued a document. 
which might have entitled another per- 
son to get the goods.

In this ease, as distinet 
from that of Farquharson v. King, the 
wharfingers were themselres attacked. 
‘A. person ordered wine from Spain 
through an agent. The wine came along 
and was lodged in the St. Catherine's 
Dock. The Dock Company issued 





them and pledged them. The true 
owner of the wine in Spain discovered 
that he had been defrauded and claimed. 
that the Dock Company should not de- 
liver on the warrants. ‘The Company re- 
fused to deliver to the holders of the 
warrant, who sued the Company. In the 
judgment (on page 456). it was pointed 
‘out what a monstrous thing it would be 
if after a man had had his goods stolen, 
and this had been discovered by the Dock 
Company, so that the man was entitled 
to get them back again, the Dock Com- 
pany could not set up a true owner's 
claim against the thief. 

Now as to the case as it had shaped in 
Court. His Lordship would distinctly 
understand that this was one of those 
cases which féll under the heading of 
“actions of deceit,” or a case of recorer- 
ing damages sustained by misrepresenta- 
tion. Such cases had been frequently 
before the Court and there would bo 
many authorities to cite, but the 
al_ono was the well-known case of 
Bouverie (1801, 3 Chancery, 
‘The first thing, be would havo 
nd it was a very important 
with regard to these “actions of 
was that the question of estoppel 
could not possibly arise under them. 
Such an action was one which depended 
for its foundation on the statement that 
ome fact had been misrepresented, that 
was to say that the thing supposed to 
oxist did not exist and that it lay with 
the plaintiff to prove, not only that tho 
thing stated to exist did not exist, but 
catain other matters also. Certainly 
the first. thing he had to say was that 
the statement was false “and it was 
clear that no person who was a 
party to the misrepresentation could 
be estopped from denying that it was 
a truo statement. It would be seen that 
the answer of defendants in this caso 
admitted that as a matter of fact the 200 
cases were not the property of Chu Pao- 

n, just as the plaintiff said tho 
rightful ownors were Castle Brothers, 
Tho best statement on that point 
was in the judgment of Lord Jus- 
tice Kay in’ the caso of Lowe ¥. 
Bouverio (p. 112). This was a case 
in which certain persons proposed to lend 
money upon a life interest and applied to 
the trustee of a settlement to know if 
there were any encumbrances on the life 
interest. The trusteo wrote back exating 
there were none, but in the course of the 
judgment it appeared that it might 
have been possible to argue on his behalf 
that he said that there were none “in 
his opinion.” It turned out, however, 
that the interest was very heavily en- 
cumbered and thereupon the person who 
had lent the mone, brought an action 
for misrepresentation. Lord Justice Kay 
came to tho conclusion that the principle 
of estoppel could not be brought in. 
Nobody could be estopped from saying 
that the property was encumbered. As 
tho action was one for damages for mis- 
ropresentation plaintiff had to start by 
saying the estate was encumbered and 
defendant could say the same. (Counsel 
quoted the judgment at length.) 

His Lordship asked if Mr. Brushfield 
raised the question of estoppel. 

Mr. Brushfield—Yes, but I may say 
this is not brought as an action of decoit ; 
the word “deceit ” does not occur in the 
pleadings. 

His Lordship—The gist of the wholo 
matter is negligence 

Mr. MeNeili—it is an action for 
damages by misrepresentation and must 
bo treated as stich. The pleadings can 
bo shaped in various ways.
